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li; All Polish airplanea, stationed on the airfield in Schoenefelde near Berlin, 
reportedly are being checked by Russian engineera. Flights are cancelled 
whenever a technical defect, even a winor one baa been pointed out. These 
measures are apparently taken by order of the Russian authorities who want 
to make sure that no crashes occur in the Russian cccupied gone. 


2, It has also been stated that ell Dovgias planes which had been in Polish 
bards were taken over by the Russians. In exchange the Poles were given less 


powarful U.S. airplanes. 

3. A trip to the BIW plant in Eieenach revealed that it is not possible to pass an 
order for cars, as most of the machines have been dismantled and were shipped 
to the east at the end of October. According to the management, the BMV plant 
made up to now 80 to 100 cars a month; however, the remaining machines will 
allow them to make only 10 to 16 cars a month from now on. 


4. The Poles resent the refusal of the Russians to allow them to export buses, 
trucks and passenger cars from the Rusaian zone to Poland. They are trying to 
evade the issus by shipping light-weight passenger cars and motor-cycles to 


Poland by plane. 
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
